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No Censorship At 
Mindszenty Trial 


O CENSORSHIP was exer- 
cised over press reports of the 
trial of Cardinal Mindszenty last 
Feb. 3 and 4, according to a public 
statement signed by correspond- 
ents of the chief newspapers of the 
world, in the N. Y. Times of Feb- 
ruary 6. 

The statement was signed in 
Budapest after the trial by report- 
ers of such newspapers as the Lon- 
don Times, London Daily Express, 
Daily Telegraph, International 
News Service, Associated Press of 
the United States, and Daily W ork- 
er of London. Mr. Edward Korry, 
correspondent for the N. Y. Times 
did not sign the statement, but 
stated that “his dispatches were 
not censored” and he did not sign 
them only because it “would have 
been contrary to United Press ac- 
tion.” ° 

The statement of these reporters 
denied: 1. that censorship of any 
kind was exercised; 2. that transla- 
tions of their reports were inaccur- 
ate; 3. that only correspondents 
who were communists or commu- 
nist sympathizers were granted 
visas or admitted to the courtroom. 





He also replied with a firm “No,” 
when asked by the prosecutor: “Did 
any one force you to make your confes- 
sion?” As further reported in the N. Y. 
Times, the Cardinal admitted: 
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1. “He had discussed with co-defendant 
Juszin Baranyai a possible third 
world war between Russia and the 
United States, after which a new gov- 
ernment might be substituted for 
the present regime...

Stull Another Converted 
Priest At Christ's Mission | 


a JANUARY 20, Rev. Angelo 
L. Lo Vallo resigned from the 
Roman Catholic priesthood and joined 
the staff of Christ's Mission.

Following is his official letter of 
resignation, written to the Vice Chan- 
cellor of the Diocese of Scranton: 


January 20, 1949 


Monsignor Joseph Madden, 


Kindly do this favor for me. Notify the 
Bishop of Scranton that I, hereby, hand 
in my resignation as a Catholic priest 
of the Roman Catholic Church. I have 
taken this step only after much delib- 
eration. The Roman Catholic Church 
fosters too much hypocrisy, contradic- 
tion, etc. I want no part of it anymore. 
Again, I repeat, this move has been 
made after much deliberation, and ac- 
cording to my convictions on many 
questions. I want to inform you that I 
am now affiliated with Christ's Mission, 
Inc. It was, in fact, last November that 
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I contacted this organization offering 
them my services. 
These are the facts in brief. I have 
placed a copy of this letter in the hands 
of a lawyer friend, so that later on there 
will be no distortion of facts regarding 
me.

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A® TO BE EXPECTED, prominence 
was given in the headlines of sec- 
ular newspapers of the return of ex- 
Jesuit priest Dr. E. Boyd Barrett to the 
Roman Catholic Church. The news 
was prominently displayed in the N. 
Y. Times of last December 5, under 
the main headline, “Ex-Priest Ex- 
plains Return to Church.” 


Dr. E. Boyd Barrett broke with the 
Jesuit Order twenty-two years ago, 
after being a Jesuit for twenty years. 
F He gained much notoriety as a writer 
of books criticizing the discipline and 
set-up of the Roman Catholic Church 
and was once publicized as a possible 
spearhead for the establishment of an 
independent American Catholic 
Church. Among the books which he 
wrote are the following: The Jesuit 
Enigma, While Peter Sleeps, Magni- 
ficent Illusion, and Rome Stoops to 
Conquer. The last book is still in 
print and available. 


In calling for a reform of the Cath- 
olic Church in America, Dr. Barrett 
publicized himself as following the 
example of Erasmus rather than that 
of Luther. In other words, he was in 
favor of an intellectual rather than a 
moral ot a doctrinal reform. Accord- 
ing to the report in the N. Y. Times, 
Dr. Barrett now explains his break 
with the Jesuits because he “could not 
See eye to eye with them on psycholog- 
ital problems.” He set himself up as 
a practicing psychologist to help cure 
the mental and religious problems not 
only of priests and nuns, but also of 
lay Catholics and others. 
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Back To The ‘Flesh Pots’ Of Rome 


Dr. Barrett never became a Protes- 
tant and always boasted that not even 
a Roman Inquisitor could put his 
finger on anything approaching here- 
sy in all the books he wrote about the 
Roman Catholic Church. Yet, as quot- 
ed in this N. Y. Times’ story, in 1929 
Dr. Barrett wrote as follows: “Rome 
was responsible for the disruption of 
Christianity. Rome must now be 
strongly urged to make amends to all 
the world and undo her- ill-omened 
work.” He held that he was still a 
priest, though not a Jesuit, and was 
free to criticize the Roman Catholic 
Church in this way on matters of dis- 
cipline and intellectual and social re- 
form. 

Dr. Barrett was married and now 
has a son fourteen years old: The sad 
part of his re-submission to Rome is 
the fact that he now has to repudiate 
his wife’ and brand his son as illegiti- 
mate. He must admit and confess that 
the legal marriage he contracted was 
no marriage at all. Mere legal divorce 
is not enough. He must repudiate his 
married status as entirely sinful from 
the very beginning. 

And so, lacking the joy and assur- 
ance of a spiritual acceptance of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, Dr. Barrett returns 
to the Roman Catholic Church to die, 
a broken, frustrated, Roman priest. 
Our prayers go with him that before 
the end, even in the clutches of the

priests, monks, brothers, nuns— 
must now carry special ecclesiastical 
credentials, which must be shown to 
government officials whenever requir- 
ed, according to a dispatch from Buen- 
os Aires to the N. Y. Times last No- 
vember 16. The decree was issued by 
President Perén and published by the 
foreign office. The credentials must 
be secured by the archbishops and 
bishops of Argentina for all those un- 
der their jurisdiction. 


Several reasons have been advanced 
to explain the new decree. One is that 
many immigrants have come recently 
to Argentina dressed in priest's garb 
and the government wants to know 
where these men stand on various 
matters and what their real purpose 
is in coming to Argentina. Recently 
several priests were accused of being 
involved in a plot to assassinate Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Perén. It is assumed 
that among the many immigrants 
flooding Argentina are some who use 
clerical robes as a disguise to enter 

Argentina illegally. 

There is no mention of how this 
decree affects Protestant ministers in 
Argentina. But if Roman Catholic 
priests have to check in with the gov- 
ernment through their bishops, this 
new decree will not make it easier for 
Protestant ministers to function in Ar- 
gentina.

Eminent Cardinals: 


I purposely address you by the high- 
sounding titles conferred upon you by 
the Supreme Pontiff of the Church of 
Rome. Besides this princely title con- 
ferred upon you by the Church of 
Rome, you also hold the high position 
of archbishops of the three greatest 
cities of America—New York, Chica- 
go and Philadelphia. 

Each one of you in his own arch- 
diocese receives the homage and un- 
questioned obedience of more than a 
million faithful Roman Catholic peo- 
ple. These millions look to you with 
unbounded trust as the infallible teach- 
ers of the Christian religion. They con- 
sider it a privilege to kneel in the dust 
before you and kiss your hands upon 
which are the jewelled rings of your 
office. They listen to and accept every 
word that falls from your lips as the 
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infallible truth of God concerning 
their souls’ salvation. It is primarily.on 
behalf of these devoted millions of 
Catholic people, therefore, that I ad 
dress you singly and as a group. 

The titles, power and position con 
ferred upon you by the Pope in Rome 
also secures for you the highest respect 
and honor from the American people 
outside your church—Protestants and 
others who form the great majority of 
the American public but who are not 
members of your Church. Police escorts 
accompany and protect you at tam 
payers’ expense everywhere you go if 
public. Business men and politicians 
beg special favors from you, and com 
tribute largely to the building of your 
great cathedrals, hospitals and schools, 
and give you the place of honor at pub § 
lic functions next to, and, sometaa 
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3 Foe an equal footing with the governors 
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oe 
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F of our states and even the President of 


the United States himself. 


All these privileges are conceded to 
you by the American public, even 
though mostly Protestant, because they 
take you at your face value as sincere 
teachers of the Christian Gospel. 


But above all other reasons, I make 
this challenge to you in the name and 
in defense of our Saviour Jesus Christ 
Himself. I do so to uphold Him as our 
divine Master, only Saviour and Medi- 
ator, the Only Door to Eternal Life, 
and the One whose single sacrifice on 
Calvary made all other sacrifices by 
other priests thereafter unnecessary. 


As a priest of the Roman Catholic 
Church, I could not teach and preach 
Christ as such a Saviour. I had to cease 
to be a priest (according to Hebrews 
10:2) in order to believe in and preach 
freely the one and only Priest of the 
Christian dispensation who, by one un- 
tepeatable and all-sufficient sacrifice, 
did away completely with all earthly 
priests and other sacrifices. 


My challenge consists in a positive 
protest against certain teachings public- 
ly endorsed by each of you which com- 
pletely subvert this great saving work 
of Jesus Christ. These subversive teach- 
ings are contained in three booklets, 
which bear the official endorsement of 
Imprimatur and Nihil Obstat by each 
of you respectively. None of your mil- 
lions of faithful followers would dare 
to question or contradict anything con- 
tained in these booklets, which are 
printed by the millions, used, accepted 
and believed as containing the true 


_ teaching about salvation. 
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Since each booklet, copies of which 
I have before me, is a matter of sepa- 
rate protest to each of your Eminences 
in turn, I will treat each one separately 
as follows: 


TO HIS EMINENCE SAMUEL 
CARDINAL STRITCH OF CHICAGO: 


In a booklet entitled Novena in 
Honor of the Immaculate Heart of Our 
Lady of Fatima, published in April of 
1946 with your official Imprimatur, 
there appears on page 28 the follow- 
ing: 


“THOU ART THE GATE OF 
HEAVEN, O MOTHER BE- 
LOVED, AND NO ONE 
SHALL ENTER SAVE 
THROUGH THEE.” 


This is part of a devotional litany or 
prayer which your Roman Catholic fol- 
lowers are urged by you to repeat, both 
in public ceremonies in church and in 
the privacy of their own homes. 

Addressed as it is usually before a 
statue of Mary under the title of “Our 
Lady of Fatima,” these unsuspecting 
Catholic people repeat and convince 
themselves, on the authority of your 
teaching, that Mary, under this title 
and represented by this statue, is the 
one who alone can get them into heav- 
en after they die. 


My dear Cardinal Stritch, you must 
surely realize, as I did as a ministering 
priest and as I still do now as a preach- 
et of the Gospel, that what happens to 
these poor trusting millions of Catho- 
lic people after they are dead is, to 
them, the most important thing in their 
whole lives. They will do anything or 
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sacrifice anything, give you all their 
money and property, will gladly suffer 
and even die, to get some assurance 
from you that they will not be lost in 
hell for ever after they pass into the 
grave. Because of your high position, 
and the princely honors accorded to 
you as outlined above, these millions 
of people look to you as the one who 
cannot and will not deceive them upon 
this important issue. They will believe, 
therefore, anything you say. 

When you tell them and convince 
them that Mary alone is the Gate of 
Heaven, and that no one shall enter 
except through her, you make it clear 
and distinct to them that they cannot 
enter into Heaven by Christ. You tell 
them that Mary can get them into 
Heaven and that Christ cannot. For if 
no one can enter except through the 
door of Mary, then no one can enter 
Heaven through Christ. 


How utterly opposed this is to what 
Jesus Christ Himself says in the New

and also in John 14:6. 


If you will open your New Testa- 
ment at these places, Eminent Cardi- 
nal, you will see at once that Jesus 
Christ Himself flatly contradicts you 
when you teach your people that Mary 
is the gate of heaven and that no one 
shall enter except through her. For 
there you will find (John 10:9) the 
precious word of Jesus when he says: 
“Il AM THE DOOR: by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find pasture.” And 
again you will find how he flatly con- 
tradicts you in John 14:6, in His own 
plain and precious words: “I am the 
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way, the truth, and the life: NO MAX 
COMETH UNTO THE FATHER 
BUT BY ME.” 


I ask you, therefore, how can you 
continue publicly and officially to com™ 
tradict the very words of Jesus Chri 
Himself on such an important matter?” 
How can you do so and still persist ia 
accepting the position and high hon” 
ors as the leader and teacher of th i 
doctrine of salvation through Jesus”

In a booklet entitled, 
Our Lady, Her Medal and her Central 
Association, you endorse the following 
belief in the ‘Miraculous Medal,’ a 
piece of metal manufactured by the 
hands of men: 


“The dying clasp it to their 
hearts with the assurance 
that Mary, Gate of Heaven, 
will lead them to eternal 
bliss.” 

Here again is the substitution of the 
creature Mary for the Saviour Jesus 
Christ. This Mary whom you uphold 
is not the Blessed Mary of the Scrip- 
ture, for she, though the mother of 
Christ in the flesh, was also a sinner 
needing a Saviour. She herself admits 
and glories in this in her song, The 
Magnificat, in St. Luke’s Gospel (1:46, 
47): “My soul doth magnify the Lord, 
And my spirit hath rejoiced in God my 


Saviour.” 

She would be the first to resent your 
placing her above her Saviour and 
overshadowing her Son. But in place 
of this humble Mary, you offer your 
credulous people a replica of the old 
pagan Madonna, variously named Isis, 
Astarte, Aphrodite, Venus, Lakmi, Fre- 
ia, Mylitta, Ishtar and a host of others 
also called “Queen of Heaven,” and 
“Mother of God,” as condemned by 
Jeremiah (7:18).

not imputing their trespasses unto 
them... For He hath made him to be 


sin for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of 
God in Him.” (2 Cor. 5:19, 21.) 


In this way you will be, as Paul 
urges, a real “ambassador for Christ,” 


not merely a scarlet-robed cardinal 
substituting a creature as the saviour in 
place of Christ.

FRANCIS SPELLMAN: 


Of the three cardinals I address in 
this challenge, you, Cardinal Spellman, 
are the most highly honored.

They were married amid tumultuous 
celebrations in the Church of Santa 
Francesca Romana by Msgr. William

*} papers of Power's divorce from Anna- 
7§ bella in Los Angeles, California. Im- 
mediately after the wedding, the bridal 
couple were received in private audi- 
ence by Pope Pius XII. Both Power 
and Annabella, his former wife, are 
Roman Catholics, but because they had 
been married by a civil ceremony, the 
Roman Catholic Church regards that 
)§ Matriage as non-existent, which left 
Power free to marry again in a Roman 


Catholic Church. 


Of significant interest is the fact 
that this second marriage of Tyrone 
Power was valid in Italy before the 
final decree of divorce from his former 
wife in the United States. For in Italy, 
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this grave problem also, and are with- 
out adequate means to find a satisfac- 
tory solution to it. Taking advantage 
of the lure of physical love, the Roman 
Catholic Church forces the sons and 
daughters of Protestant parents into - 
mixed marriages where not only their 
own faith is endangered, but the 
rights and freedoms of their unborn 
children are bartered away by un-Chris- 
tian and un-American contracts.

port its parochial schools, the Roman 
- Catholic Church is secretly pushing an- 
other scheme in Washington whereby 
the same end may be obtained in its fa- 


vor. A new bill is now being spon- 
sored in Washington to provide schol- 
arships in all kinds of schools at an 
estimated cost to the government of 
$100,000,000. for the first year and 
more thereafter. 


According to a report by Benjamin 
Fine in the N. Y. Times of last De- 
cember 5, this bill would allot schol- 
arships from $500 to $1,000 annually 
to high school graduates. They could 
select any accredited college and take 
whatever course they desire. The bill 

‘is being sponsored by the National 
Education Association’s Department 
of Higher Education. 


According to Dr. Ralph McDonald, 
Executive-Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of .Higher Education, the pro- 
gram has been discussed with legis- 
lative leaders in Washington and with 
administration advisors. It has been 
placed on the administration’s ‘must’ 
list and will be strictly non-partisan, 
which means that both Roman Cath- 
olic and Protestant schools will be able 
~ to benefit by it. 


By this means, the Roman Catholic 
Church would be able to circumvent 
the objections raised against direct de- 
mands for government funds in sup- 
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port of their schools. For by 
means the money will go directly 
the students, not to the college, 
school. The funds, of course, we 
then be paid by the student to q 
school or college. j

The priest, Father Kurz Szekalla, 
was reported as now hiding in a Co- 
logne monastery, and according to the 
Herald Tribune report, a spokesman 
from the office of Cardinal Frings, 
Archbishop of Cologne, stated that 
the Jesuit priest “was acting under 
orders of his Jesuit superiors.” He is 
reported as having discovered “an 
underground church in Russia with 
millions of followers,” and a secret 
Orthodox Church movement among 
the Slavic people. 


The Jesuits have hopes and plans of 
inducing the Orthodox Church peo- 
ple to break away from their bishops 
and come over to the Church of Rome.

Fortunately 
I have studied his profound but lucid 
writings when I was a student at the 
University of Santo Tomas, as also the 
works of Cardinal Cajetan, especially 
his commentaries on the writings of St.

On 
the contrary he defends it divinely, 
brilliantly and irrefutably. Incidentally 
I must inform you if you are as yet not 
aware of the fact that his works as well 
as those by the names you have men- 
tioned are all written in classical Latin, 
which to date has not been translated 
yet into the English Language, so that 
then, the knowledge of that language 
(Latin) is of absolute necessity in the 
proper, adequate and correct under- 
standing of the same. 


Protestants and other religious bod- 
ies have never asserted that none of 
the billions of Catholics was ever saved; 
as a matter of fact they do solemnly 
confess that at least some Catholics 
were saved. We Catholics, however, are 
taught by our Holy Mother Church, and 
we do believe sincerely, that unless one 
belongs to Her in truth and in spirit, 
eternal salvation is absolutely impos- 
sible. In other words, we believe that 
all non-Catholics are condemned to 
eternal perdition, for our motto is:

Furthermore we honestly be- 
lieve that you Protestants all, unless 
you humbly return to her, will be con- 
demned to the eternal gehenna ‘‘where 
there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth,”’ borrowing your own words, and 
infinitely more than these in the form 
of everlasting torments beyond the im- 
agination to describe.
